Sec,  21.  Purpose,  —  The  purpose  of  the  Assor.iation  shall  he 
to  cooperate  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States, 
hereinafter  referred  to  evs  the  "Secretary  of  i'igriculturc"  ,  the  Ai:ri~ 
cu3. tural  Adjustment  Administration,  and  other  a^^cncics  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  i^:riculturo  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  Sections  7  to 
17,  inclusive,  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act, 
the  Agricultura.1  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance 
Act,  the  Sugar  Act  of  1937,  and  any  ajnendments  to  such  acts,  cund  such- 
other  Acts  of  Congress  as  the  Secretary  of  Ai'-iculture  may  designate. 
The  Association  sha.ll  not  cr^^age  in  other  activity,

program,  with  respect  to  o,ivy  farm  or  raaich  in  the  countje  sh.adl  be  a. 
member  of  the  Association, 

See.  32,  Terminatior.  of  l.icnborship.  —  liny  person  otherwiso 
Cl  i-icmocr  of  the  Associa.tion  shall  coa.sc  to  be  a  member  thereof  a/hen 
it  Qccomos  evident  that  lie  cannot  qualify  for  any  pa.yucnt  or  grant 
of  and.  in  the  county  in  connection  with  the  programs  under  Acts  of 
Congress  listed  in  Section  21. 

/lETICLE  IV.  —  LCCAiL  AIDD  COUNTY  OEGAATIZATIONS 

Soc,  41,  LocaJ  Ai.dministrativc  Areas.  —  The  county  may  be 
o.ivid.Gd  into  locaA  aaiministra.tivG  areas,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
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coiirmnitics.  The  honndaries  of  the  cori'i'uxiitics  shall  he  fixed  hy 
the  Secretary  of  ^ri culture.  Ho  such  connunity  shall  include  norc 
tha,n  one  county  or  parts  of  different  counties. 

—  Except  in 
ouy  counts’'  in  trhich  there  is  only  one  conniuiity  cornittcc,  nenhers 
of  the  Association  entitled  to  vote  at  the  connunity  election  ncet- 
ings  shoAl,  at  the  tir'.o  of  the  election  of  the  connunity  connittcc, 
elect  fron  their  nunher  a  delegate,  and  an  o,.ltornato  dclog.ato  to 
serve  in  case  of  ahsonce,  dis.ahility,  resignation,  disqualif ic.ation, 
or  renoval  of  the  delegate,  to  a,  county  convention  for  the  election 
of  the  county  comittcc.

—  A,  The  delegates  to  the  county 
convention  fron  the  several  coorounitios  in  a  co'unty  shall,  in  an  an¬ 
nual  convention  held  ad  such  tine  and  at  such  place  an  nay  ho  pros- 
crihod  hy  the  AtniculturaA  Adjustnont  Adninistradion,  elect  the  county 
cona'.ittcc  for  the  county,  which  shall  consist  of  tlircc  farmers  v/ho 
are  nenhers  of  the  Associadion.  One  of  such  nenhers  shall  ho  elected 
as  chadrnan  and  one  .as  vice- chad rriani  of  tiic  county  con'dttce.  At  the 
s.a:".o  election  such  delegates  sliadl  also  elect  fror'i  the  r'lonhors  of  the 
Associadion  first  and  second  adternade  "icnocrs  of  the  county  connittcc 
to  serve  in  the  order  elected  in  case  of  the  ahscncc,  disability,

C.  In  any  county  in  which  there  is  only  'TiC  connunity  co.n- 
nittoc  the  corn-'iinity  corrdttcc  shadl  also  he  the  county  co:inittcc.

Adjustricnt  Adidnistration.  The  treasurer  need  not  he  a  nenher  of  the 
Association  hut  shall  not  he  the  count;'  agricultural  extension  agent 
or  a  nenher  of  the  county  com.iitteo.  The  offices  of  secretary  to  and 
treasurer  of  the  county  coimittco  nay,  in  the  discretion  of  the  coua'cy 
connittee,  ho  conhined,  except  v/herc  the  county  agricultural  extension 
agent  shall  ha.ve  heen  selected  as  secrcta.ry  to  the  county  connitteo,

and  instructions  issued  hy  the  Agricultiiral  Aljustmcnt  Administration; 

(h)  Select  the  sccrctar;,''  to  and  the  treasurer  of  the  ccunty 
committee,  provide  for  the  cnployr.cnt  of  ncccssan;.’  'pcrconncl  of  the 
count;/-  comittec,  and  fix  the  rate  of  cor.pcnsa.tion  for  such  personnel, 
subject  to  the  a.pprova.1  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Arhiinistration; 

(c)  SuxDcrvisc  and  direct  the  activities  of  tlic  community  com¬ 
mittees  ost^-ihlishcd  in  the  county; 

(d)  Review  and  certif;/,  if  otherwise  correct,  prcscrihcd  form.s 
filed  hy,  or  on  behalf  of,  memhers  of  the  Association; 
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(c)  Mc>g  avGoila^jlc  to  neniDcrs  of  the  Association  nuthorizod 
inf orno.tion  iritii  respect  to  prograros  in  '.Tiiich  the  AssocioAion  is 
‘'ocing  ntilized; 

(f)  Rccorincnd  to  the  Secretary  of  Agnicnlture  changes  in 
houndcjics  of  coinmnities; 

(g)  Rccorr'.cnd  to  the  Agricultural  Adjustnent  Adnini stration 
ch-an;-,-Gs-  in  or  additions  to  prograris  under  the  statutes  lister’  in 
Section  21; 

(h)  Conduct  such  hearings  and  investi-gations  as  the  Agnicul- 
tuTcoA  Adjustnent  Adninistration  nay  request;  oJid 

(i)  Perfom  such  other  duties  as  na,y  ho  prcscrihcd  hy  the 
Agricultural  Adjustnent  AchiinistroAi  -  n. 

Sec.  62,  Duties  of  Officers  of  the  County  Connittco.  —  A. 

Chai rnaai .  —  The  chonrnan  of  the  county  corruttcc  shall  preside  at 
nootings  of  the  county  comittce  and  of  the  Association,  sux:)crvisc  the 
vforh  of  the  county  connittoc,  certify,  if  othcrv;isc  correct,  such 
docunents  o^s  nay  require  his  certification,  and  perforn  such  other 
duties  o.s  nay  he  assioned  to  hiri, 

B.  Vic  o-  Ch.ai  rnoji .  —  The  vice- chai  man  of  the  county  con- 
nittcc  shall,  in  the  odoscncc  of  the  chairnan,  serve  as  acting  cholr- 
nou  of  the  county  connittoc  and  in  such  co.pacity  he  shall  perforn  such 
dudeies  o.s  v;ould  he  perforned  hy  the  chairnan. 

C.  Socrotarrr,  —  The  secretary  to  the  county  corooittoo  shall 
he  cUuStodian  of  all  the  records  o.nrl  docunents  filed  in  the  office  of 
tile  Association.  He  also  sha,ll  — 

(1)  Ifcintann  an  adcq_uatc  supply  of  official  ferns  required 
for  use  hy  r.ionhers  of  the  Association; 

(2)  Certify  the  results  of  all  elections  held  in  the  county 
or  conomiities  uithin  the  cour.ty; 

(3)  Give  public  notice  of  the  designation  oj}.-!  houndarics  of 
co.ch  connu:o.ity  v/itliin  the  county  not  less  tlio-n  ten  do.ys  prior  to  the 
election  of  comujiity  conrAtteenen  and  dclcgoAcs  or  altcruatos; 

(4)  Co.usG  due  notice  to  he  given  of  o,ll  onrearx;  allotncnts 
o,nd  such  other  infornation  as  no.y  he  required; 

(5)  Provide  for  the  o.cccssihili ty  of  infornoAion  to  tie 
public  as  follows; 

(o,)  Make  o.vailahlo  for  public  inspection  in  the  Asso— 
cioAion  office  inf 'irnation  pertaining  to  each  fo,r:''  v/ithin  the  county 
v;ith  respect  to  the  nu-nher  of  acres  in  acroog’o  oAlotncnts  or  goods 
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tlv.t  r.rjy  Lc  cstnolishcu  for  the  farn,  the  avcr.?<_c  yic].cts  or  x^^o<hict- 
ivity  indexes  cstahlishod  for  the  fr.rri,  and  the  acrea^xe  of  ran^jc  land 
and  /■;razin('^  capacity  thereof  for  e.ach  ranchirit"  unit  oo/ned  or  operated 
in  the  co'or.ty  hy  nenhers  of  the  Associo.tion; 

(o)  Post  conspicuously  in  the  office  of  the  Acvsocio.tion  a, 
list  of  the  nanes  (hut  not  the  nail  addresses)  of  all  nerdoers  of  the 
Associootion  receiving  paynents  for  coopcratii>2'  in  the  authorized  pro- 
gra;os,  together  with  the  nnount  of  the  po.y:'.ont  or  jjoynents  received 
hy  each.  'Tliis  inf  o  mat  ion  shall  he  posted  not  sooner  than  30  nor 
later  than  60  days  after  paynents  have  been  received  hy  the  farn.ers; 

(c)  Post  conspicuously  in  the  office  of  the  Associ.o.tion  each 
year  the  nones  and  ox'/resscs  of  all  cornitteenen,  officers,  o..nd  en- 
ploy'ces  of  the  Association,  the  anount  received  o.s  pay  hy  each  o,s 
such  cornittcenon,  officer,  or  cnployce,  md  the  total  anount  of  the 
Association's  o.toinis tractive  expenses  for  tho.t  yco.r; 

(6)  Give  due  public  notice  at  least  five  coAcnoar  do-ys  in 
c,dvojicc  of  oAl  :occtii\’s  of  the  Association,  all  elections  of  comun- 
ity’  corr'ittcor'.cii,  and  all  conventions  of  delegates  to  elect  the

(7)  Perfor-’  such  other  duties  as  r.a,y  I'C  assigned  to  hir’  hy

P.  Treasurer.  --  The  treasurer  of  the  county  cornittec  shoAl 
have  custoc'y  of  all  funds  of  the  Association  and  shall  disburse  such 
fruds  only  upon  the  authorization  O'f  the  chairiia:'-  of  and  secretary 
to  the  county  connittce,  evidenced  in  \7ritiny  on  forns  prescribed  hy 
the  Acticultural  Adjustment  Adoiinistration.  Such  treavsurer  shall  also 
receive,  hold,  dis^josc  af,  and  account  for  any  other  irnds,  negotiable 
instruiicnts ,  or  X-'^'^pc^'ty ,  private  or  public,  as  provided  in  ap'plicablc 
nlcs,  rCi'iulations,  or  instructions  which  a,rc  now  or  na.y  hcrcalter 
hcconc  effective,  authorizin  ■  hin  to  receive  and  so  handle  such  other 
funds,  negotiable  instru-.:cnts ,  or  proper t3'.
